Oklah oma City .— Hundred of times 
I during h is 51 y ears as arch -foe of th e 
j lawless element la Oklah oma 
“ B ill” 
i Tltgh man faced th e blazing guns of 
h ank bandits, train robbers, m urder­ 
ers, cattle rustlers and similar gentry , 
giving bullet for bullet 
and 
almost 
invariably bringing in h is man. 
A 
dozen, perh aps fifteen, criminals met 
death 
at 
iiis 
bands; 
dozens 
were 
"winged” by h is unerring tire; scores 
of proved baa men surrendered with ­ 
out a sh ot rath er th an face h is m arks­ 
mansh ip. 
And th en, at ten o’clock on th e nigh t 
of November 1 a small touring car, 
h earing two men and two women, ca­ 
reened down th e principal street of 
Cromwell, blackest spot in Oklah oma’s 
nil fields, and came to a stop in front 
of “Ma” Murph y ’s dance h all. 
One of 
th e men stepped to th e ground, drew 
a revolver and fired down th e street, 
apparently with out a target.

No less spectacular th an h is war on 
criminals 
was 
Tilgh man’s 
service

also fough t th rough th e campaign of 
18 7 8 wh en Dull Knife and h is follow­ 
ers left th e reservation at Fort Sill 
and plundered th e frontiers of Kansas 
and Nebraska. 
Tilgh uianks h ome and 
all h is possessions were burned by th e 
marauders, and th e memory of it made 
h is aim a little truer and h is zest for 
th e figh t a little keener. 
Some of h is 
experiences during th e Indian wars 
h ave been made th e basis of novels, 
for it was h e wh o rode 7 5 miles 
th rough an Indian-infested country for 
troops and led th em to th e relief of 
a beleaguered settlement.

alry actually arrived in th e nick of 
time, for th e log blockh ouse was in 
flames, h alf of th e defenders were 
dead and th e Indians were forming 
for a final rush wh en th e troopers 
swept down on th em. Only a remnant 
of th e Indian h and escaped, and Tilgh ­ 
man tracked th em f<» r day s until th ey 
finally eluded h im.

nigh t 
and 
reach ed safety . 
Never Sacrificed Life. 
Aside from h is Indian wars, it was 
said of Tilgh man th at h e never took 
a h uman life unless It was necessary 
to save h is own. 
Scores 
of times 
broth er officers rebuked h im for plac­ 
ing h is life and th eirs in jeopardy be­ 
cause of h is unwillingness to “sh oot 
on sigh t,” y et th ey never could influ­ 
ence h im. 
But h e was relentless In 
h is task 
and never abandoned th e 
ch ase until ills man was dead or in 
prison, even th ough h e migh t lie com- 
j el led to turn h is attention elsew h ere 
for th e time being. 
“Uncle Bill” Tilgh man’s death cast 
a pall over Oklah oma. 
Split by th e 
bitterest political figh t in its h istory , 
th e stnte forgot its h atreds wh en th e 
news of h is murder was flash ed, and 
from all factions arose a tribute to 
th e dean of Oklah oma peace officers, 
th e man wh o met and conquered more 
“h ad men” th an any two officers In 
th e South west—and perh aps In th e 
world—th e man wh ose mere presence 
in town enabled women and ch ildren 
to sleep peacefully and caused crimi­ 
nals to seek oth er fields. 
A governor, 
two former governors, a United States 
senator, 
ministers, 
widows of 
men 
wh ose m urderers h e h ad brough t to 
justice and men in all walks of life 
joined in doing h onor to h im and in 
pouring a flood of condolences on th e 
widow. 
And th e ch ildren? 
“He’ll be missed by all th e boy s in 
th e neigh borh ood,” h is widow say s. 
“Th ey all knew h im and liked h im, 
and h e alway s h ad time to listen to 
th eir troubles, sh are th eir joy s, advise 
th em, sh ow’ th em wh y tills course or 
th at was righ t, point out th e folly of 
unfairness or dish onor and h elp th em 
if th ey were In trouble. 
He really was 
gladder, I believe, to persuade a boy 
to do th e manly th ing th an to catch a 
murderer. 
“I h ave sat by my 
window and 
h eard groups of boy s go by , discussing 
some proposal h eatedly . 
If one re­ 
marked. ‘Well, Uncle Billy would do 
so and so,’ th at settled it. 
Th ey did 
as Uncle Billy would do.”—New York 
Herald-Tribune.

WASHING THE HANDS 
IN ECZEMA 
D R . F R E D E R IC K R. G R E E N

E 
VERYBODY k nows what eczema 
is. 
Almost everyone, sometime or 
other, has had some personal experi­ 
ence with it. 
It is especially liable to 
attack the hands. 
During the cold 
months of winter, almost everyone has 
chapped hands or wrists. 
This is sim­ 
ply a mild, local, tem porary form of 
eczema, in which the sk in, irritated 
by the cold air and the soap and wa­ 
fer of frequent washings, becomes dry 
and irritated and finally crack s and 
bleeds. 
Everyone k nows that under 
such circumstances soap 
and 
water 
will not only fall to clean the sk in 
but will also irritate it all the more 
and so mak e the sk in worse. 
Eczema of the fingers oi hands is 
also found In many occupations where 
the sk in is subject to special irritation. 
This condition often becomes chronic 
and Is apt to be particularly stubborn. 
So one of the first things the doctor 
tells his patients is not to use soap 
and w ater on the irritated sk in. 
In­ 
stead, he advises them to clean their 
hands with oil, so as to prevent the Ir­ 
ritation from the soap. 
But the oil alone does not cleanse 
the hands and is apt to leave a dis­ 
agreeable oillness, so that the patient’s 
hands not only look dirty but feel dirty 
as well. 
To remedy this, Doctor Glaze, in a 
recent 
article, 
gives 
the 
following 
method 
for cleaning 
the 
hands 
in 
cases of eczema. 
T he patient is advised to get a sup­ 
ply of oil of sweet almonds or olive 
oil. preferably in a , shak er such as 
barbers use to sprink le bay rum, hair 
tonic and other liquids on the hair. 
In 
a separate container is put the yolk of 
an egg. 
one egg yolk will be enough 
for 20 or 30 times. 
A liberal quantity of oil is poured 
into the palm of the hand and thor­ 
oughly 
but 
gently 
smoothed 
and 
work ed into the sk in. 
Then a small 
am ount of egg yolk is added and the 
two substances are brisk ly work ed to­ 
gether Into a lather exactly the same 
as soap. 
A few drops of w ater addled 
will m ak e a thin creamy fluid 
with 
which 
the 
hands 
are 
thoroughly 
rubbed. 
They are then rinsed off with 
cold water. 
This method cleans the 
hands and leaves the sk in soft and 
white without any visible oiliness.

to tal o f thirty -eight, co mprising the 
death registratio n area, had a lo wer 
rate than in 1922. 
These were Co lo ­ 
rado , Idaho , Mo ntana, Orego n, So u th 
Caro lina, Utah and Washingto n. 
To affo rd a tru e basis o f co mpariso n 
between states and co mmu nities, the 
rate table sho wed “refined” rates ar­ 
riv ed at by adju stment fo r differences 
in the age and sex distribu tio n o f the 
po pu latio n and fo r deaths o f no nresi­ 
dents. 
Mary land with 14.2 per 1,000 sho wed 
the highest refined rate amo ng the 
states, while the lo west, 8 .7, was re­ 
co rded by Mo ntana. 
Nex t to Mary ­ 
land, Lo u isiana sho wed a rate o f 13.5 , 
while a rate o f 13.3 was repo rted fo r 
Flo rida, Virginia and Delaware. 
The 
nex t lo west rate to that o f Mo ntana 
was Nebraska’s figure o f 9.3. 
Of six states fo r which the “re­ 
fined” rate was figured separately fo r 
the white po pu latio n and that classi­ 
fied as “co lo red,” Mary land had the 
highest rate in bo th div isio ns, with 
12.d fo r white and 22.8 fo r co lo red. 
Mississippi sho wed the lo west in the 
gro u p fo r bo th, with 9.7 fo r white and 
fifteen fo r co lo red.
